Unveiled at a Public Information 
Centre at the Bradford Public Library 
on April 23, the proposal includes: 

Broader sidewalks and pedestrian 
ways, extensive streetscaping, and a 
3-lane street profile, with one lane 
of traffic in either direction and a 
continuous left turn lane down the 
centre, from Professor Day Drive to 


Collings Ave. 

Only two lanes of traffic, with no left 
turn lanes except at the intersection 
with Barrie St., from Collings to 
Morris Road. 

No on street parking. 

No bicycle lanes. 

No centre islands. 

Nelson Rd., from John St. to 


Holland, turned into a one-way 
street, southbound. 

And the construction of a 
roundabout, or traffic circle, at the 
intersection of Barrie St. and John 
St. - currently one of the highest- 
collision intersections in Bradford, 
in part because John St. East and

civilian employees, being 
reduced from the current 
36 to a proposed 8, since 
the majority of the current 
civilian functions such as 
communications, HR, IT, etc. 
are handled externally, at 
General HQ in Orillia - where 
the costs are borne by the 
entire province, not just one 
community. 

As well, the proposal was 
purposely estimated high, so 
there there would be no “end- 
of-year” surprises in costing. 
The actual surprise would be 
that the taxpayers of BWG 
would probably see a refund 
from the OPP at the end of 
the year - for example, for 
overtime costs - something 
we don’t see currently. The 
proposal uses a figure of 
7.2% for overtime; last year 
in Nottawasaga, the actual 
overtime was only 3.75%. The 
3.45% difference would be 
another possible end-of-year 
refund to BWG. 

Provincially, approximately 
90% of the current OPP 
Municipal contracts received 
a year-end rebate.
